Europe. 
Event Held Important 
The event to regarded by leaguers 
as one of the most im portant ones 
in the history of the * league, 
not 
only from the standpoint of the cen­ 
tering in the latter’, hands of the 
general control of the whole Euro­ 
pean situation, created by the peace 
treaties, but as giving it an 
im­ 
mense advantage in the 
bringing 
about of disarmam ent generally. 
Germany, especially, is expected 
to push in the extreme degree be­ 
fore the league, he- argum ent th at 
the form er enemy states, 
having 
been disarmed as a preliminary step 
to general European disarmament, 
and that, aa the control of their 
state of disarmam ent now rests in 
the hands of the league, no other 
European state can pretend 
th at

Right of Investigation 
Under the term s of the agree­

No effort will be made, how­ 
ever, to m aintain in the totter any 
perm anent commissions or organiz­ 
ations for supervision, as had been 
originally demanded by some of the 
allies. 
While the league will maintain a t 
its Geneva h ead q u arter the person­ 
nel and machinery necessary for 
these investigations, they will only 
be made when some 
other 
state 
makes a specific complaint to the 
league th at Germany ta not living 
up to the term s of disarmam ent as 
prescribed in the Versailles treaty. 
Upon the receipt of such com­ 
plaint, the league will tend immed­ 
iately a mission of investigation to 
look into the case. In 
the 
event 
this necessitates an investigation of 
domiciles, the latter will be carried 
out in full conformity with German 
law and in the presence of German 
m agistrates. 
German Representation 
The agreement also provided that, 
while Germany, as a member of the 
league council, will have a right to 
have a representative present 
on 
commissions that may 
investigate 
the state of disarmament in A us­ 
tria, H ungary and 
Bulgaria, 
she 
cannot have a representative pres­ 
ent on the missions that investigate 
alleged violations of the disarm a­ 
ment clauses on German soil. 
W ith the disarmament of all cen­ 
tral Europe thus assured under the 
control of,the League of Nations, 
the organization believes that great 
progress can be made a t its general 
disarm am ent conference, to be held 
next year, toward placing the re­ 
mainder of Europe on the same 
basto.

you? 
And 
they said, 
Moses suffered to write a bill of 
divorcement and to put her away. 
And Jesus answered and said unto 
them, For the hardness of your 
heart he wrote this precept, but 
from the beginning of creation God 
made them male and female. 
For 
this cause shall a man leave his 
father and mother and cleave to 
his wife; and they twain shall be 
one flesh. 
W hat therefore God 
hath joined together, let no man 
put asunder. 
And in the house 
his disciples asked him again of 
the same m atter. And he said unto 
them.

Words full of respect and devotion 
when uttered by a true scholar; 
but in the mouth of these unbe­ 
lievers, merely words of hypocrisy 
and deceit. 
“Master, we would see a sign 
from thee.” Had these words been 
spoken by a sincere soul, Jesus 
would have answered differently 
than He did. 
At the resurrection 
of Lazarus, Jesus said, “And I 
know that thou hearest me al­ 
ways, but because of the multi­ 
tude that standeth around I said 
it, that they may believe that thou 
didst send Me.” 
Jn. ll, 42. 
Signs 
were for honest inquirers and not 
for 
malignant 
enemies, 
as 
the 
Pharisees. 
The sign they asked 
for was not the kina that Jesus 
was willing to work. 
It merely 
would appeal to their amazement 
and have no spiritual value for 
them. 
But such are the signs de­ 
manded by unbelief. 
It asks for 
wonders which will entertain for 
the moment, but cares nothing for 
the spiritual lessons to be taught 
thereby. 
Had the people cared for 
spiritual 
things, 
the works and 
words of Jesus would have been 
sufficient 
The unbelieving world 
still demands signs to its own 
liking without ever learning a spir­ 
itual lesson that would draw it to 
the Christ. 
Not only is unbelief 
presumptuous, but It rejects the 
true faith and knowledge. 
Unbelief asks for a sign and a 
sign shall be given. 
A sign much 
greater than unbelief asked for, 
even a sign which unbelief cannot 
grasp or accept. 
"The sign of 
Jonas, the prophet 
For as Jonas 
was a sign unto the Ninevites, «o 
shall also the Son of man be to 
this generation." Mark 11,30. Jesus 
speaks of his resurrection from 
the dead. 
This is the sign above 
ail signs. 
Jesus makes it plain that un­ 
belief which demands a sign ac­ 
cording to its own liking, for Its 
own entertainment, will reject the 
sign which is abovs all signs. Tbs 
sign which substantiates ail his 
claims and seals him as the Anoint­ 
ed of the Father for the salvation 
of the world. The Pharisees knew 


the story of Jonas. 
They did not 
question its truthfulness. They not 
only believed that Jonas was in the 
fish’s belly, but that Nineveh re­ 
pented at his preaching. 
Now a 
greater was here. 
He would lie 
three days in the earth, He would 
arise from the dead by the glory 
of the Father, He would proclaim 
the acceptable year of the Lord, 
and yet the unbelief of an evil and 
adulterous generation would reject 
Him. 
Men always have sought knowl­ 
edge. 
They will listen, read, study 
and travel to gain knowledge. The 
queen of Sheba came a thousand 
miles to hear the wisdom of Solo­ 
mon. 
And now a greater than 
Solomon speaks and unbelief stops 
its ears and refuses to listen and 
learn. 
If you want to know about 
the greatness of Christ, study the 
Epistle to the Hebrews. 
He is 
greater 
than 
the 
angels, 
than 
Moses, than Joshua, than Aaron. 
“Having then a great high priest, 
who 
has 
passed 
through 
the 
heavens, Jesus, the Son of God, let 
us hold fast our confession." Heb. 
4, 14. But unbelief asks for a sign, 
and demands knowledge, but when 
given both, closes its eyes and 
stops its ears and continues In its

healthy children and a system atic 
treatm ent of Mexican adults suf­ 
fering from the disease are new 
developments 
in

campaign 
wailed by the county health a u ­ 
thorities to stamp out the eye dis­ 
ease epidemic. 
Dr. V. G. Presson, county health 
officer, accompanied by Dr. K. II. 
Sutherland, deputy county health 
officer, and Em m ett Berry, district 
superintendent of schools, yester­ 
day afternoon made a personal In­ 
spection of the situation in La 
Habra, visiting the various schools 
and the Mexican settlem ents. This 
inspection was made for a two­ 
fold purpose, first, to secure first­ 
hand 
information 
regarding 
the 
epidemic, and 
second, to confer 
with the Mexican consul In Lo# 
Angeles relative to complaints filed 
by his office protesting against al­ 
leged m istreatm ent of Mexican pu­ 
pils in the La H abra schools. Al­ 
though it had been announced that 
the Mexican consular official would 
he on hard to confer with health 
and school officials, tho former did 
not appear. 
45 Cases of Disease 
Inquiries by Dr. Presson revealed 
that there are about 45 Mexican 
children suffering with the dis­ 
ease. the greater number of whom 
j have been kept in isolated class­ 
rooms. 
Ob learning that some of 
the trachom a suspects have been 
allowed 
to mingle 
with 
healthy 
children, Dr. Presson directed that 
the former be kept 
in isolated 
schoolrooms until released by the 
health officials. 
It also was brought out that for 
lack of a competent nurse to give 
treatm ents and otherwise deal with 
the situation, Mrs. Caroline Larson, 
principal of the W est Side (Mex­ 
ican) school had been called upon 
to give treatm ents to the affected 
children. The need of a competent 
nurse to take charge of the situa­ 
tion was stressed by the county 
doctors as well as by Superin­ 
tendent Berry. 
In addition to her 
duties as principal, Mrs. Larson la 
teaching

has a reputation for stupidity, but 
this stupidity sometimes seems as­ 
sumed and there are flashes of 
intelligence which often makes lls 
m aster wonder w hether after all It 
has not a keen sense of humor.

Yet, despite these and other consid­ 
erations. it could be maintained, perhaps without much difficulty, 
that a large majority of the people are honest. 
Obviously, were 
tha^ not the case the entire structure of business would collapse. 
Tbe rapid growth of credit business or installment selling is one 
evidence of a wide confidence in the honesty of the average person. 
There are credit losses, to be sure, as perhaps, every firm engaged 
in business of the type could testify. But the volume of these is not 
sufficient to interfere seriously with the general and expanding prac­ 
tice of trusting thé public. 
Co-operation of credit 
firms and 
agencies, together with requirement of reasonable security in most 
cases, has served to hold to a minimum the number of persons who 
might be inclined to practice dishonesty through refusal to meet their 
^ligations. 
Dishonesty has become increasingly difficult. 
But that alone 
hardly explains the situation. 
Most persons can be trusted: most 
persons desire to do the right thing, both in business and in other 
relations. 
The world has progressed and is maintained through the 
integrity of the average individual.

LONG DISTANCE TRUCKING 


Any surviving fear that motor trucks might ruin 
the railroads is set aside by the report of Dr. J. G. 
MdCay of the federal Bureau of Public Roads, who 
has gone into the question thoroughly. 
Motor trucks, he finds, are used for three pur­ 
poses: First, for local transportation, within cities 
and suburban areas; second, to supplement rail and 


These were sold both to the physician and to 
the public with the claims that they would greatly 
benefit high blood pressure and other diseases that 
have been mentioned. 
Recent investigations just 
completed by the physicians mentioned and con­ 
trolled by the study of other cases not treated by 
these methods are disappointing.

A person who is suffering from a chronic disease 
and who is besieged with offers to sell him expens­ 
ive radium apparatus for drinking radium water or 
inhaling radium emanation w ill do w ell to consult 
scientific advice before making any such outlay*
